Unlike many other misfortunes 
they are Stricily preveniable. All they 
require is care and Jots of il, and if 
people can only be awakened io the im- 
portance oi the subject the care can 
be given. 

For the information: of every! one, 
and particularly strangers in the dis- 
trict, it may be mentioned that any 
person who lights a fire in the open air, 
excepl he is in a position toi prevent 
its spreading is liable to fine and im- 
prisonment. If it spreads under any 
circumstances he is liable io iine, im- 
prisonment and damages. And if any 
person or party leaves a fire burning 
he or they or any of them are liable 
to fine or imprisonment or bo‘h, wiih- 
out consideration of whether it spreads 
or not. This means that lighted 
matches must not be thrown mway 
carelessly, that traction or ordinary 
thresher engines must noi be handled 
carelessly, that fires for camp or cook- 
ing must only be started in the pres- 
ence of sufficient help to keep them 
irom spreading, and thit jires for camp 
er cooking must be extinguished before 
the place is left. Fire guardians are 
or are supposed to be appointed in every 
district who are expected lo see that 
breaking of the law 1s punished, and 
who havej authority to call out assisi- 
ance to queuch fires, 

Of course the enforcement of all law 
rests on public sentimeat. The law as 
it is is very good; but the maip thing 
is to arouse public seniiment to 
the -danger of carelessness with 
fires in the open air, sq that the start- 
ing of such fires wi'l be regarded not 
only as illegal but asa crimes, to pre- 
vent whith, amc to secure punishment 
for which, every good cilizen is inter- 


ested.

"J. Little has closed down the machin- 
ery at his brickyard for the season. 


| There still remains a few weeks’ work 
| to complete the burning aud delivery ox 
| the brick, which is all sold. 


Mr. Little states that this was the 


| best season be has had yet. The early 
| part was wet causing considerable loss 
| of time, but the last two months have 
‘been exceptionally favorable to orick 


making. ‘Dhe season’s output amounis 
to 1,600,000 brick. Of these 1,300,000 
are already burned, and the remaining 
300,000 are being put in Kilms and 


| burnt as rapidly as possible. 


This output ipcludes the brick manu- 
factured in the Humberstone yard ad- 
joining which Mr. Little has leased, and 
operates in conjunction with his own. 
it is only a small yard, however, hav- 
ing.a horse power machine. Mr. Little 
used steam power this year for the first 
and a new press’. brick machine 
which was installed last winter. Next 
year an ornamental brick machine will 
be added to the plant, and additional 
sheds erected, 

At present a kiln of 210,006 brick is 
cooling. and two more are almost ready 
to burn, one being of sewer brick for 
the town. There has been 25,000 sewer 


| prick turned out thic fatl. 


The drying sheds are very complete 


| in construction. There are 21 sheds, 
| each 250 feet long built side by side 


with aisles between wide enough to ad- 
mit of two wheelbarrows passing. Tho 
sheds are covered with permanent 
roofs, with door like attachments on 
the eaves which can be let down io roo* 


| in the aisles in case of storm. Each 


shed contains 2 sets of shelves 11 tiers 
high, on which the trays of brick are 
piled from the aisles on either side.

: . | the other end to where the kilns are 
The fall has set in dry and warm and | 


puilt. Each shed will hold 11,000 brick. 

Wood is used in burniag the kilns, 
and this season’s operations will con- 
sume 706 cords. A jresh supply will be 
laid in during the winter. 

The whole season’s output is already 
sold and is delivered as fast as it is 
burned. Last week 14,000 were shipped 
to Calgary while an order for 10 car 
loads irom ore Calgary contractor

The enormous trestle work 
by which the St. Mary’s river and val- 
ley are crossed, and the Crow’s Nest 
train backing a mile into town twice 
every day, are fhe answer, There may 
be places in Alberta which have suf- 
fered from the neglect of the sitting 
member and of the liberal] government 
but Lethbridge is noi one of them.

The demands 
for iacreased protection whick ihe m:n- 
ulacturers presented at lasc session o7 
parliament referred almost wholly io 
articles the duiy on which is lessened 
by the preferential tariff, and the reso- 
lutions passed by the Manufaciurers’ 
Association recenily at Halifax, while 
nominally in favor of a British prefer- 
ence, reaily demanded tiai Che gfneral 
tariff be so raised that the “preference” 
itseif would be so bizh es to bar out 
British goods.
